Linwood  James  carried  the  ball  around  his  own  left  end  for  12  yards,  and  a  touchdown.  The  extra  point  was  no  good. 
Then  in  the  last  minutes  of  the  first  half  Jordan  scored,  but  failed  to  connect  for  the  extra  point,  and  at  the  half  the 
score  was  knotted  at  6^6.  Richmond  opened  up  for  a  sustained  drive  of  86  yeards,  with  Bilbo  Chance  carrying  the 
ball  the  last  nine  yards  for  the  score.  Chance's  pass  to  Penn  was  incomplete  and  Jordan,  scoring  in  the  third  quarter 
and  making  the  extra  point,  topped  the  Cadets  13-12.
